The propo=al ax to the price Is set
out as follows:

“One year after the exchange of rati-
fMlewtione of u tresty the United States
shall pay Colombia the lump sum of
$T.000.000, This ftigure wlil represent
fourteen years' rental ut $500000 &
yeur, At the end of the fourteen years
period the price which the United
States shall puy each yenr is to be
fixed by mutual consent of the two
countries, In case the parties cannot
ngree on a sum, It will be left to an
arbitrator selected between the gov-
ernments.
